"How to prepare a logical topic 
in debating "was the subject of a 
lecture given by Prof. Culllton to 
the Arts and Science Debating So- 
ciety in the Ballroom of the Union 
yesterday at 1:00 p.m.

1. A debater must know the 
subject about whicu' he is talkng.

Instead he'should' read around the 
subject without allowing himself 
to bé side tracked comple|tely. . 

2. A dcbator may borrow some 
techniques fro^ the law courts. 
That is he should state ' exactly 
what: he intends to prove.. , He 
should then put forward' his evi- 
dence. 

3. He should then summarize 
what he set out to prove without 
behig afraid to use repetition: 

' 4. The Speaker should not intro- 
duce too many i>olnts 'into his ar- 
gument .but Instead should attempt 
to tie his main points into a neat 
little package. 

9. Positive conclusions should be 
arrived at. 

6. Never uic the name of an op- 
ponent since it just gives him mucd 
more free publicity . than he de-

The thïëe NFCUS representatives 
to Scandinavia will join a fourth 
Canadian student there when the 
meeting convenes at Stockholn; 
DecllT.^The fourth student is Jack 
Gray, managing editor of The Tor- 
onto Varsity, who passed through 
Montreal Saturday bound for the 
U.K. Gray will ti^k for Canadian 
students at an extraordinary sess- 
ion of the International Student 
Service in Geneva . early hex:

Two weeks later the U. of M. 
students amended their position 
by voting the fee raise but at 
the same time reiterating their op- 
position to federal aid. The U. 
of M., students said they feared 
provincial .'rights-would* be abused 
if Uie NFCUS federal aid recom- 
mendations were accepted by the 
Government. 

But It Is expdctcd that any 
doubts the U. of M. students had 
will be dispelled by thé national 
executive's declaration of today;ànd 
that Ulk of the U. of M.'withd'raW- 
Ing from NFCUS is- now a thing 
of the past.

Toronto, Nov. 27— (Special to 
The Daily)— "nie National Fed- 
eration of Canadian ^University 
Students made history here to- 
day wKh i(s announcement (hat 
enough UniversKy s(udent coun- 
cils have agreed (o raise fees to 
the national organization (o an 
extent which will make possible 
(he es(ablisbment of a permanent 
office. 

With such an office, NFCUS 
hopes to be able to expand local 
operations to an extent never be 
fore possible. 

All but two of the 10 member 
Universities have agreed to the 
raise — from six to twenty cents 
per student — the national execut- 
ive reported as Its meeting today. 

This brings to a successful close 
the campaign which has been waged 
on Canadian ctimpi since this Sep 
tcmbcr's national conference. It 
was decided at the Conference that 
if NFCUS was to operate meaning- 
fully on a national basis it would 
have to establish a permanent of- 
fice. McGill .was the first Univcr 
sity to t'atify the fee raiic. 

Of the two who have not approv- 
ed the raise, the Unlvcisily of Brit- 
ish Columbia has agreed to pay 
12 cents already but there is every 
chance that the full raise will be 
approved in view of the student 
council surplus last year. The Uni- 
versity of Manitoba student coun- 
cil has approved the raise in prin- 
ciple and is attempting to juggle 
their budget to permit following 
the example of other universities.

T^è stated, that considering that s 
university's task is to promote 
cultural developement present day 
freshmen lack the fitness of fresh 
men of the past.

In the 
humanîlic», he acquires that degree of in- 
tangible learning which rounds out his per- 
sonality, assists him ih living with his neigh- 
bors, and brings him pleasures in later life 
which money cannot buy, as he satisfies 
interests acquired during his youth. 

The essence of a university education, 
then, is not to be found in its training for 
remuneration alone. It is ho|)ed tliat doctorg, 
lawyers, engineers, pharmacists, architects, 
and members of the other learned profcs.«ion5 
take away with tlicm nuich more than merely 
their highly specialized wares which they will 
barter in the market place. It is to be hoped 
they will have cultivated at tiic univer.'^ity 
some of the, ideas wliich make for a fuller, 
mote personally gratifying c.xi.stcncc. both for 
Ihcinsdves and for the peoijlc witii whom 
they will live and work and play. 

And essentially, what iniift never be lo?t 
.sight of by the citizenry, who justly look with 
pride on their university, is that any in.*titu- 
tion of higher learning can only offer its best 
to the students enrolled therein. What is 
made of tiiis depends entirely on tlic indivi- 
dual student.

Therefore, dreading the 
worst, I ploughed Into Forstcr's 

Passage to India." The first chap- 
ter fulfilled all expectations — 
nothing happened. Then gi:adually 
the story began to move and cap- 
ture my Interest. How glad I was 
that I had easily cleared the hur 
die of the first chaptcrl Interesting 
character after interesting character 
paraded onto the pages of the book 
— Dr. Az/iz, Miss Quested, Mrs. 
Moore, and Ronny. The seething 
sub-continent ot India came to life 
with all its complexities, hatreds, 
and intrigues. A new door was 
opened on this mysterious land and 
many puzzling characteristics ot 
the Orientals exposed. 

There Is still quite a galaxy ot 
books confronting me. May they 
be as -interesting as the first two. 



Hence the demoralization, de- 
pressing studies of priceless cul- 
tural value, to make room for pass- 
ports to a job. 

Dr. Alexander spoke ot the ten- 
dency In American Universities to 
make standard low enough to at- 
tract and keep students. 

He deplored the mania for a 
large . enrolment at no matter what 
sacrifice of real academic values, 
and the sinking ot great sums of 
money in ostentatious buildings 
(often to perpetuate some donor's 
name!) rather than promotion of 
teaching capacity. 

He continued that he did not 
feel that low salaries were the 
main deterrent which kept proper- 
ly qualltled men and women from 
entering the Faculties of the Uni- 
versity ol California, which natur- 
ally he knows best: there was no 
ground there tor that particulai 
complaint. 

Dr. Alexander spoke very severe- 
ly about' recent Invasions of what 
he termed "Academic Freedom ". 
The imposition ot intellectual fet- 
ters, the turning ot a University 
teacher Into . the agent of propa- 
ganda 'satisfactory to a Board of 
Governors, was In his view most 
likely to divert to other pursuits 
the very men a University most 
needs.

It's too bad 
they don't tiave a course in Eng- 
lish conversation here. Well, 
Cheerio! I must be otf to give a
